Henry Caldwell Robinson, former 
superintendent of the Southern Divi- 
sion of the Boston and Maim Rail- 
road and a native of Winchester, 
died Saturday. July 1. in Worcester 
where he had been making his home 
since leaving Winchester during the 
early fail of 19M6. For many years he 
made his home at 17 Winthrop street. 

Mr. Robinsort was born Aug. 4, 
1853, the son of Rev. Rubin T. and 
Clara A. Robinson. His father wa- 
pastor of the old First Congregational 
Church which burned in 185:5 and ai 
so served for a time as pastor after 
thi present church was erected. 

After receiving his education in the 
Winchester schools, Mr. Robinson, in 
1870, a: the age of 17. went to work 
a- an apprentice in the machine shop 
of the old Boston and Lowell Railroad. 
Two years later he became a clerk i.i 
the Boston freight, office of the road, 
being advanced to superintendent in 
September, 187':. He became a train 
dispatcher in 1879 and chief train 
dispatcher the following year. 

When thi' Boston ami Maine Rail- 
road took over the Boston and Lowell 
Mr. Robinson was made assistant su- 
perintendent of the .Southern Division 
Dec l. !8«t.".. He was advanced to su- 
perintendent May 1. 1905, and con 
tinued in thi- position until hi- retired 
Nov L's. i«»22. 

Mr. Robinson was widely known in 
railroad circles and his long years 
with the Boston and Lowed! and Bos 
ton and Maine Railroad- provided him 
with a fund of information and anec- 
dotes, some of w inch were o'.co. "poi- 
nted in a series of articles about the 
early days of local railroading which 
Were published in the Star some years 
ago and widely read. Mr. Robinson, 
himself, was \v< 11 and favorably 
known here. hi= genial personality and 
interest in local commuters' problems 
winning him many friends. He was 
long a member of the Fir-: Congrega- 
tional Church 

Mr. Robinson and h\< wife left town 
• i make their home in Worcester with 
their -on. now Major Harold A. Rob- 
inson, AAF, stationed at Pocatello. 
Idaho. Mr-. Robinson died in Wor- 
cester several year-- ago. Major Rob- 
inson survives with a brother of the 
deceased. Rev. Edward A. Robinson 
of Billerica and a sister, Mrs, George 
Murray of Duxbury. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
with committal services at Forest 
Hill- Cemetery.

The Flag was first authorized by 
Congress Jur.e 14, 1777. This date is 
now observed as Flag Pay throughout 
the United States of America. At this 
time the Committee of Safety Chap- 
ter, Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, calls attention to excerpts 
from Public Law No. S-J'.'. which was 
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displayed only fro 
:et. or between sue! 
designated by 



nours

lt should be displayed on 
and State holidays, and his- 
special occasions. The Flag 
should always be hoisted briskly and 
lowered slowly and ceremoniously. 

During the ceremony of hoisting >r 
lowering the Flair or when the Flag 
is passing in parade or in a review, 
all persons present should face the 
Flair, stand at attention, and salute. 
Those present in uniform should ren- 
der the right hand salute. When not 
in uniform, men should remove the 
headdress with right hand and hold 
it at the left shoulder, the hand be- 
ing over the heart. Women should 
salute by placing the right hand over 
the heart. The salute to the Flag 
in a moving column is rendered the 
moment the Flag passes. 

When the National Anthem i- play- 
ed and ho Flag is displayed, men in 
uniform should stand at salute; nil 
others present should stand at atten- 
tion and face toward- the music, men 
removing their headdress. When the 
Flag is displayed, the regular salute 
to the Flair should he given. 
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A distinctive service always 

attended by a capable staff 
to serve your best interests. 
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rt a procession vvttn 
another flag or flags, the Flair should 
be either on the marching right, i. 
the Flair's own right, or, when there 
is a line of other flairs, the Flag may 
be in front of the center of that line. 

When the Flag is displayed in a 
manner other than by being flown 
from a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, whether indoors or out. When 
displayed either horizontally or ver- 
tically against a wall, the union should 
be uppermost and to the Flag's own 
right, i. e., to the observer's left. 

When the Flag Is in such condition 
that it is no longer a fitting emblem 
for display, it should not be cast aside 
or used in any way that might be 
viewed as disrespectful to the Nation- 
al Colors, hut should be destroyed as 
a whole, privately, preferably by 
burning. 

Do not display the Flag with the 
union down except as a signal of dis- 
tress. 

Do not place any other flag or pen- 
nant above, or, if on the same level, to 
the right of the Flair of the United 
States of America. 

Do not let the Flag touch 
ground or the floor, or trail in 
water. 

Do not place any object or embl 
of any kind on or above the Flag 
the United States of America. 

D<> not use the Flag as drapery in 
any form wh itever. Use bunting tff 
blue, white a id red. 

Do not drape the Flag over the 
hood, top, sides or back of a vehicle, 
or of a railroad train or boat. When 
Flag is displayed on a motor car; 
staff should be affixed firmly to 
chassis, or clamped to the radia- 
tor cap. 

Do not display the Flag on a float 
in a parade except from a staff. 

Do not carry the Flair flat or hori- 
zontally but always aloft and free. 

Do not use the Flair as a portion of 
a costume or of an athletic uniform. 

I'o not embroider it upon cushions 
or handkerchiefs or print it upon pa- 
per napkins or boxes.

Animal-, cats in particular, have an 
uncanny way of sensing in advance 
any disruption of their ordinary rou- 
tine. Tiny often will leave home or 
hid- somewhere so they cannot be 
found when the family is ready to 
close the house, with the result that 
they are left behind to become strays 
and a nuisance i 1 the neighborhood. 
Contrary to the belief held by many- 
persons, domestic animals are not 
equipped to take care of themselves; 
they are dependent upon man to 
whom they look for protection. 

If your pet is to be boarded while 
you are away, be sure arrangements 
are made well in advance and that he 
is settled comfortably before he has 
a chance to seiiM? a change. If he is 
to he taken with you, keep him in or 
under control while out-of-doors when 
it is nearing time for your departure 
so that he will not be "among 'the 
missing" when you come to leave. If 
he must be disposed of. take or send 
him to the nearest animal welfare or- 
ganization. 

We are sure that most cases of de- 
sertion of animals are unintentional, 
due principally to delay in making 
the necessary arrangements. Won't 
you please make plans far enough in 
advance this year to assure proper 
care of your pet?

While only IS 2 3 percent of Win- 
chester'- TTfVJ registered voters went 
tri the poll- during Tuesday's prim- 
aries, the total of 1450 votes cast was 
not so bad when compared with the 
l*. r >7 cast two year- ago. In 1942 the 
primaries were held in September, 
when much cooler weather prevailed, 
and on Tuesday the poll* were open 
only from 1 until 7 p. m.. instead of 
all day. Added to this is the fact 
that many of the town's young male 
voters are in service now and more 
vacationists are out of town than in 
September. 

This year's vote it* Winchester was 
as usual preponderantly Republican, 
with 1328 voters casting G. O. P. bal- 
lots and 124. Democratic. It was a 
bit surprising, however, to see more 
Republican votes than Democratic cast 
in C>. a strongly Democratic precinct.

Participating in nearly 
every major carrier engagement in 
the first year of war. the Enterprise 
and her air group, exclusive of her 
far flung destruction of hostile shore 
installations throughout the battle 
area, did sink or damage on her own, 
a total of 85 Japanese vessels and 
shot down a total of 185 Japanese 
aircraft. 

Her aggressive fighting and superb 
combat efficiency are fitting tribute 
to the officers and men who so gal- 
lantly established her as a solid bul- 
wark in defense of the American na- 
tion."

It is 
all very cute for a lost youngster tear- 
fully or smilingly to admit his name 
is "Buster", that his father's name is 
"Daddy," his mother's name is "Mum- 
my" and that he doesn't know where 
he lives, but information of this sort 
doesn't aid too much in getti lg him 
back home again. Chief Rogers Re- 
lieves every child old enough to talk 
should be taught as soon as possible 
to give his correct name, like Kdwarl 
Jones, his father's name. William F. 
Jones, and hi* home address, 12 X 
street. When you hear some of the 
things young children say without 
batting an eye, we do not believe he 
is asking overmuch. It is the Chief's 
rontention that the long suffering 
teachers might add to their growing 
instruction list of things the kid- 
-hould learn at home and do not. the 
teaching of youngsters in the lowest 
grades to give their name*, parent's 
names and their addresses correctly 
We imagine if we were in the shoes 
of the police, we would feel very much 
as the Chief does about it.

The Star reporter's attention was 
attracted one day recently to the 
i.mount of time the Police hav, to 
waste : n takinjr complaints or reports 
over the telephone. Few who tell phone 
headquarters seem to realize that the 
more accurate and complete informa- 
tion they give the Police, the sooner 
and the more efficiently investigation 
id' their problems can he begun. In 
the instance to which we refer the 
desk officer was more than five min- 
utes worming the facts in the case 
from the lady who wanted to be help- 
ed. From the officer's remarks it was 
en.sy to see that the person on the 
other end resented some 'if he ob- 
viously necessary questions he was 
asking her. Wo talked with Chief 
Rogers about the matter and he ad- 
mitted that often it is both difficult 
and a long job to get information 
which must be obtained if a com- 
plaint is to be properly investigated. 
He suggested that the Star request 
its readers, in the event they hav> 
to ask for Police assistance, to be 
ready to give as complete information 
as possible, including name and ad- 
dress of the person telephoning, and 
all possible details pertaining to the 
question at hand. If a child happens 
to be lost, a phone message stating, 
"my girl is lost," isn't too much help 
to the Police, and before they can set 
out to find the youngster much valu- 
able time is lost in cross-questioning, 
which strangely enough parents seem 
to resent If the parent of the lost 
child would say. "This is Mrs John 
Doe of 95 He,, street. My daughter 
Virginia. 4 years old. i< lost She is 
quite large for her age. has blonde 
hair and is wearing a nink dress and 
white sneakers. We think she may 
be around such a place. She has been 
missing since 10 this morning. My 
telephone is so-and-so", the Police 
could say at once, "Thank you ma- 
dam. We'll start to locate her at 
once, without having to worm this 
information out of the person calling 
in Naturally there are occasions 



when persons call the Police under 
e-pecially trying circumstances. The 
authorities expect some confusion at 
such times and make the best of it. 
Ninety percent of the calls they re- 
ceive however are in no sense emer- 
gency and a bit of preparation on the 
part of the telephoner to give the 
tacts would save a lot of Police time 
and get much better results for the 
■ on in trouble.

LETTER FROM DR. M VIK ITA 

\\ inchester Officer in Landing on 
France 



The following letter from Capt, An- 
geld Maietta will be of interest to 
his many Winchester friends: 

Somewhere in France 

June :{(>, 1944 

Thought I'd drop a line saying hel- 
lo to the "boys" of our Rotary (Tub. 
1 trust that this letter finds the mem- 
ber- in excellent health. I'm feeling 
fine— "as fit as a fiddle." Lost a little 
weight though. I'm down to 150 lbs. 

1 landed in France on D-day, June 
i\ at 9,30 a. m. Of till the landing- 
made that day, the one o:i our beach 
was the most difficult. The Germans 
hail excellently prepared defensive 
positions and employed them in a 
masterful fashion. During the Chan- 
nel crossing I had beer, seasick, but 1 
quickly improved when we came close 
to the beach. The Germans saw to 
that! We were met by 88mm. frag- 
mentation shell fire which caused a 
great deal of havoc. Their mortar 
fin' was deadly. It caused many 
casualties. Then they would shift to 
machine gun fire, with which the 
ebach was raked. Landing crafts 
were demolished, vehicles were de- 
stroyed and many, far too many, of 
our boys were killed and many more 
were wounded. 

For 12 hours, the length of time 
my battalion remained on the beach. 
I was very busy caring for the wound- 
ed oftentimes just by instinct. I had 
to time to think of anything. Things 
were at a very crucial point. Mortar 
-hells and 88's were -hrieking and 
bursting! all around. I thought my 
time had come. 1 made up my mind 
that if I had to die, 1 would die like 
an American doing my duty to the 
end. and with my wife's 'tame on 
my lips and with her and my chil- 
dren .in my heart and mind. Thank 
Cod, 1 was spared. 

My battalion distinguished itself 
with many hemic deeds. For the 
"irst time under fire, our men con- 
lucted themselves like seasoned fight - 
>rs. Though we are an antiaircraft 
init. our guns were employed to 
:nock out pill boxes, observation 
po<ts and to keep the beach exits open 
for the infantry to pas< through to 
the hills. 

The German soldier is well disci- 
plined. He is smart and is a tough 
fighter. He knows all the tricks and 
doc- not hesitate to < mploy them. 
UN equipment, in many instances, is' 
of an excellent quality. 

For the first few days, most of 
the natives appeared stupefied as if 
they were bewildered or did not be- 
lies e that the invasion had taken place. 
Perhaps they were thinking of their 
town- and village- which, during the 
process of liberation, would be rav- 
aged anew by the war. I passed 
through Villages and cities that were 
-imply torn asunder, literally blasted 
to bits— ghost town- that physically, 
for the present, were no more than a 
-pot on the map. 

We rapidly became friends with the 
French. With the 2(H) franc- ($4) 



each one of us received prior to D- 
day. we purchased eggs. Many a 
Yank has a difficult time saving, 
"Bonjour, madame, avez vous des 
oeufs'.'" And many a French lady 
smiles and says, "Out. monsieur." 
These egg- -upplemer.t our K rations, 
which after a while, become rather 
tiresome. 

I'm glad to learn through the Star 
that the club still is active in secur- 
ing blood donors. You have no idea 
what a life saving measure blood plas- 
ma is in the battlefield. lt'< effect 
is almost miraculous. Keep up your 
great work in this field. It is a most 
worthwhile American and Christian 
project. 

I am eagerly looking forward to 
the day when I shall return home for 
good. I hope that God, in Hi- Infi- 
nite Mercy, continues to spare me. 
so that again I can be with my dear 
family and my friend-. In the mean- 
time, till we meet again, "bon 
chance."

Leghorn, Italian west coast port to- 
ward which Allied forces are press- 
ing, is an example of a city best 
known by its alias, -ays the National 
Geographic Society. The proper 
name of the city is Livorno hut Eng- 
lish and American Usage have kept 
that name in the background, and 
Leghorn hats and Leghorn chickens 
have helped make the alias stick. 

Leghorn, with a population of over 
100,000. lies about two-thirds of the 
distance between Rome and Genoa. 
Long a i unimportant coastal village, 
it was not only to mariners but to 
persecuted peoples: Jews, Creek-. 
Moors and others. The city was built 
on a tract of fertile land, backed by 
a range of hills It's harbor is pro- 
tected from Storms by a long mole, 
and guarded on the sea side by forti- 
fications, one of the principal Units 
of which was built in 1590. 

In the early I930's the port under- 
went an extensive face-lifting opera- 
tion which preserved the old Medicean 
fortifications but otherwise greatly 
altered the appearance of the water- 
front. Age-old contours were dredged 
out to provide deeper and more ade- 
ouate facilities which made possible 
the docking of large ocean-going 
ships. The port houses the only na- 
val academy in Italy as well as sev- 
eral shipyards whose output has been 
tagged for the Italian navy. 

Although Leghorn has been popu- 
larly associated with Leghorn hats 
a id Leghorn chicken-; those items 
were merely shipped through the 
port, and properly should be credited 
to the Tuscan countryside inland. 

In early days great rivalry existed 
between Genoa and Leghorn, and 
many traders who hated the Genoese 
flocked to Leghorn to settle there. 
Soon the town became wealthy and 
cosmopolitan. To its crowded quays 
.•Hid harbor- came prosperous Creeps 
dealers trading with Italian. Dutch 
and English merchant-, and even pi- 
rate-; seeking to dispose of their loot.

Sasebo, target for the second at- 
tack of America'.- B-'2!> super-bo oth- 
ers, ranks at or close to the top 
amonc the several naval arsenals and 
bases developed by Japan since it 
embarked on a naval expansion pro- 
gram in 1KX2, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

A city of over 130,000, Sasebo is. 
at Japan's southwestern corner, on 
the island of Kyushu. It has an ex- 
cellent, sheltered position on one of 
the many small bays on the north- 
western arm of Kyushu. The bay 
opens to the south and is protected 
by wooded islands and hills >n the 
other three sides. 

Together with the industrial city of 
Nagasaki. .'i"> miles south, Sasebo is 
most accessible of Hirohito's strong- 
holds to the reported position of B-29 
take-off fields in China's hinterland. 
( 'huntrkitig is less than 1400 miles 
west, perhaps a three to four-hour 
super-bomber flight. 

The steel center of Yawata. also a 
tariret of the second B-'2!l attack, as 
it was on June 15, lies SO miles north- 
east of Sasebo. Tokyo is 600 miles 
away slitrhtly north "f east. Sasebo 
base is about 1500 miles north of the 
site of the recent American air at- 
tack on a section of the Japanese 
fleet.

A small fishinp; village i:i Admiral 
Matthew C. Perry's day. Sasebo was 
selected in the early lKSO's to be one 
of the naval bases to supplement the 
empire's chief base at Yokosuka in 
Tokyo Bay. Frequent reports since 
World War 1 have indicated exten- 
sive development of Sasebo. but 
tourists of the lf>20's and I930's were 
skillfully steered away from 'he re- 
irion of the base.

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A driver with alcohol in his sys- 
tem doesn't have much system 
aboat the way he does things. 

In the grade crossing accident 
Illustrated here, three young men 
had alcohol in their systems and 
the three men and their systems, 
including the alcohol, were in a 
Car, one of them as the driver. 

At 3:20 ajn. the driver steered 
headon into a freight train at a 
grade crossing. The impact de- 
railed an oil car and threw it into 
the path of a speeding passenger 
train coming from the opposite 
direction. The passenger engine 
was derailed, and jack-knifed the 
baggage car, turning over a coach 
and derailing five additional cars. 
Forty persons were injured, the 
three young men were killed and 
traffic on the mainline — a vital 
war goods artery — was tied up 
f or several hours. 

Alcohol and gasoline don't mix 
— nor does a car mix well with a 
speeding train. But 34 per cent of 
the grade crossing accidents are 
crae to cars running into the side 
of trains, and three-fourths of 
these occur at night 

The National Safety Council is 
a special campaign to 




stop these accidents which every 
day delay 38 trains a total of 22 
hours — a serious drain on the na- 
tion's war transportation effort. 
Driver carelessness is the cause of 
almost all grade crossing acci- 



dents, according to the CounctL

The driver of a shiny car stopped 
safely at a railroad crossing to let 
a freight train pass. The train 
passed, and the driver put his 
car in gear and started across im- 
mediately after the caboose had 
cleared the crossing. But it was a 
double track crossing and another 
fast freight from the opposite 
direction roared toward the cross- 
ing, obscured from view by the 
train that had just passed.

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CHANNEL ISLANDS ON 
FRANCE'S DOORSTEP 

The Channel Islands, of which Jer- 
sey is the best known, lie virtually 
on France's doorstep along the Nor- 
mandy coast but have belonged to 
England since the Norman invasion 
in 1066, the National Geographic So- 
ciety points out. 

In addition to .Jersey, the group 
includes Guernsey and Alderney, plus 
smaller Sark, Herm. and Jethou. Al- 
derney. nearest to England and 
France, is just under ten miles from 
the French shore, .">!• miles from Kng- 
lish soil. Southwest nf Alderney. 
Guernsey is 2it miles from France; 70 
from England. Jersey, southeast of 
Cuernsey. is 15 miles from France; 
MS from England. 

The islands lie in the northeast 
waters nf the deep elbow bend formed 
by the Normandy peninsula on the 
east and the Brittany peninsula on 
the south. Jersey is .the highest. 
Roughly rectangular-shaped, it cov- 
ers about ">fl square miles; triangular 
Guernsey, about 25 square miles. Al- 
derney has only three to four square 
miles. 

Hilly sections of the islands are 
trenerally near and along the coasts. 
Hiirhest elevation (about 450 feet) 
is on the north coast of Jersey. South- 
ern Guernsey rises to 337 feet. Al- 
derney reaches a little less than 300 
feet. 

Shores Rocky and Inhospitable 

Roads rim Guernsey and Jersey. Or, 
the latter island, crossroads connect 
northern and southern routes. Jersey 
also has a railway, running along the 
-outhern sections. 

Sea approaches to the islands are 
difficult because of outlying rocks: 
currents, rough seas, and shifting 
gravel and sand banks. 

Reforo the German occupation in 
1940, the population of the islands 
was less than !»5.0<H>: some .0.000 on 
Jersey; 40.000 on Guernsey; and 1500 
on Alderney. Hie official lamruage of 
the islander^ is French, with Eng- 
lish widely spoken, and old Norman 
French met in rural sections.

A strafing spree in whieh two squa- 
drons of 8th Fighter Command Mus- 
tangs destroyed 29 enemy planes on 
the ground provided Lt. Floyd W. 
Tremberth, fighter pilot from Win- 
chester, was his first victory over the 
Luftwaffe. 

Two pilots of a group based at an 
8th AAF Fighter Station in England 
under the command of Col. William J. 
I Wild Bill) CummingS, Jr., Lawrence, 
Kansas, detected a hidden airfield a 
few miles beyond the Allied line- in 
Normandy while they were partici- 
pating in an attack on rail transpor- 
tation. The two pilots destroyed four 
of the planes. 

"When we all got back to the base" 
Lt. Trembeith said, "we refueled, re- 
armed, and got permission to go back 
and clean house. We were plenty 
eager. They were Messerschmitt 
10{»s. and every one We could get on 
the ground would be one less to fight 
in the air. 

"The two fellows who had found 
the field led us back there. For half 
an hour we went back and forth 
across it. The anti-aircraft emplace- 
ments were knocked out right at the 
beginning and from then on we had 
a field day. I spotted a 109 concealed 
in a hedgerow, and opened fire on it 
from about :«tl) yards. I saw a lot of 
hits and then a big cloud of black 
smoke suddenly poured out of it. As 
I flew through the smoke the plane 
burst into flames."

.lust a few lines to let you knpw 
that I'm () - K. With the birds sing- 
ing in the trees and the cows eating 
in the pasture-, a person wouldn't 
know that behind every tree and 
hedge row, there was death waiting 
for him. There goes the good old 
artillery -creaming overhead again. 
But the Jerry's throw some of it hack 
again. The Jerry's don't seem to 
have the artillery we have, but what 
88's they do have sure do their dirty 
work for them. The Jerry is a tough 
nut to crack, but you know as well as 
1 that nuts can be cracked, and so 
fat we've been doing a gootl job of 
cracking them. I know that when you 
receive my other letter saying some- 
thing about the ship sinking on which 
1 was on going to France, you'd like 
to know more details, but that will 
have to wait until i come home 

I've hee i over here in France ever 
since this thing started, and I've been 
living in the same clothes ever since 
1 hit this country. A couple of days 
ago was the first time I brushed my 
teeth since I've been in France. When 
1 got through it seemed as if some- 
one had taken a blow torch and put 
it in my mouth. 

I've been living in fox holes for so 
long I'm beginning to feel like a rat 
but I thank Cod for the protection 
he has given me. I admit I haven't 
gone through all this without a 
scratch, I haven't been wounded or 
anything like that as yet. but I ditl 
get a lot of scratches on my hands 
and ears from drawling 1000 yards 
on my hands and knees through 
ditches covered by vines and thorns 
trying to get out of German territory. 

Last night I went 'Hit on a combat 
patrol behind the Jerry lines. We got 
in a tight place again last night, but 
we knocked out a machine gun nest, 
and killed two Jerrys. Our prayers 
must have b' en answered because Cod 
was with us all the way. Put that's 
another story, and maybe some day 
I'll tell you about it. So in the mean- 
time while this war is going on, and 
the boys over here are fighting for 
what they believe is right, how about 
saying a prayer now ami then for the 
boys who won't come hack, and for 
the boys in the front lines. When you 
go out to have a good time back there 
in the States, stop ami think are you 
giving your all. just like a lot of 
my buddies have who will never come 
back and the thousands of others who 
are not my buddies. So, say a pray- 
er for all the hoys. Pray to Cod. like 
you've never prayed before, for this 
war to end. and may Cod hear your 
prayers and end this un-holy war 
soon. 

Ida. I haven't been receiving the 
Winchester Star, ad I do mi<s it very 
much, especially up here in the front 
lines, hut 1 imagine they'll he coming 
along. I just re-read this letter, and 
1 didn't realize what I was writing 
until 1 was through, but I'm sending it 
just the same, just to show you not 
only how I feel, but how we all 
feel up here at the front. 

Pack in the States I tried from one 
one day to the other because I didn't 
know what life was about, but now- 
day by day, it gets dearer and dearer. 
Now I live from one day to another,

EUROPE, ITALY. AREZZO 

Arezzo. along the Allied route to 
the Italian city of Florence, is a city 
with 25,000 residents, twice the pop- 
ulation it had at the turn of the cen- 
tury, says the National Geographic 
Society. Modern transportation and 
the nearness to Florence have in some 
way- handicapped this once-famous 
city. 

Florence is about 40 miles to the 
northwest, approached by roads that 
pass mi either side of lofty Pratomag- 
no, but with the A mo valley route to 
the west the more popular and fav- 
ored by the railway. 

Known for Native Sons 

Before the war, Arezzo's textiles 
and wines did little to distinguish it 
from other Italian cities. But in the 
Mid IK' Ages the wealthy walled town 
was famed for the artistry of its ter- 
ra cotta vases. 

It was still more noted for its fa- 
mous sons. Maecenas, friend and ad- 
vise of the Emperor Augustus, was 
horn in this Roman town, then called 
Arretium; he bequeathed his name to 
all wealthy patrons of literature. 

Gjorgio Vasari. Spinello Aretino, 
anil other- id' Arezzo's artistic sons 
contributed much to the fame of 
medieval Florence, when it became 
the capita! of the Renaissance. 

Petrarch, famous Florentine port, 
was born in Arezzo in the 14th cen- 
tury; and the year Columbus discov- 
ered America Pietro Aretino was 
horn in the town. This satirist and 
scourge of princes demonstrated the 
pen to be mightier than the stiletto. 
City Sold to Florence 

In the city's piazza is a statue to 
another native son. Cuido of Aretino 
lor Arezzo), reputed inventor of the 
modern system of musical notation. 

This wealthy Etrurian town early 
opposed the might of Rome for more 
than three centuries, then because an 
ally only to rebel later, when it was 
destroyed by Sulla. It was rebuilt 
again and again acquired wealth that 
became the spoils of Coths and Lom- 
bards. 

It rebelled under Charlemagne and 

became capital of a prosperous me- 
dieval republic, but was airain plun- 
dered in the late 1 1th century, and 
was then sold to Florence for 40,000 
florins.

Surprise landings on Xoemfoor Is- 
land have carried Allied operations in 
the Southwestern Pacific theater to 
within 265 miles of the extreme west- 
ern end of huge New Guinea, says 
the National Geographic Society. The 
island lies 430 miles deep in the 
Netherlands Indies. Situated at the 
broad entrance to Geelvink Hay, No- 
emfoor is about 60 miles west of Al- 
lied occupied Hiak. It is due south 
(although nearly 2500 miles away) 
from Kobe, shipbuilding center and 
seaport of Japan proper. The near- 
est island of the Philippines is only 
7H0 miles to the northwest. 

Resembles Catcher's INIitt 

From the air. rounded Noemfoor 
has the shapr of a baseball catcher's 
mitt. The thumb indentation on the 
easl forms a bay reached through an 
opening in the wide reef that sur- 
rounds most of the island. On the 
southwest coast, where the only open 
bay is found, the village port of Te- 
lok Roemboi had but a small pier be- 
fore the war. Today, according to 
news reports, the Japanese have made 
the island into a useful base, with air- 
drome-, gun emplacements and other 
military installations. 

Wooded, jUngle-tangled Noemfoor 
is jvtsl -outh of the Equator. Although 
ii looks flat from a distance, there 
an- a few high spots in the west-cen- 
tral and southeast areas. Highest 
elevation, in the west, is less than 700 
feet.

Massachusetts is in the grip of the 
greatest counterfeit coupon menace 
to date according to the OPA and 
Cornelius J. Moynihan, regional en- 
forcement chief, said thi< week thai 
the fight against the black market 
in gasoline which the oil industry and 
OPA have been waging is being han- 
dicapped by motorists who insist on 
handing loose coupons to gas dealers. 

He warned gasoline dealers to 
watch out for spurious A-10 coupons 
which, he said, have been brought to 
Massachusetts by a New York coun- 
terfeit gang and warned them to 
watch out for out-of-New England 
cars and coupons. 

The counterfeit A-10 coupons are 
printed on white paper instead of the 
standard gray-blue paper of govern- 
ment issue. 

The background design of lines and 
eagles is imperfect in many details 
and poorly drawn. The type is non- 
standard and poorly inked. 

Moynihan said that tho counterfeit 
A-10 coupons were copied from the 
N'ew York region coupons. The words 
mileage ration are followed by the 
letter "b" denoting New York, 
whereas the New Fngland region is 
designated by the letter "a". 

Massachusetts gasoline dealer- are 
pledged not to accept loose coupons. 
Moynihan -aid. "Many dealers re- 
port to us that unthinking motorists 
are asking them to violate the law." 
he said. 

"They point out that better co-op- 
eration on tho part of the public is 
needed to help them in their fight 
against the hlaok market." 

The regional enforcement, chief 
-aid the A-10 counterfeit coupons 
were rushed to Massachusetts in an 
attempt by black market racketeers 
to sell them to vacationers. They are 
known as "vacation gas stamps."

They were in a hurry— but they 
never got there. 

Tire marks on the highway 
showed that the car skidded about 
100 feet through the night 

The car carried a man, his son 
and his daughter to their deaths. 
In disregard of warning signals, 
the car was driven onto a grade 
crossing and into the path of a 
freight train. The pilot and piping 
on the engine were damaged, re- 
quiring replacement and causing a 
delay of one hour. 

This deadly accident, illustrated 
here, is typical of what happens 
too frequently when a car is driven 
at too great a speed for existing 
circumstances. Apparently the 
driver saw the crossing, saw the 
signals — but not in time, and 
skidded onto the tracks. 

The National Safety Council is 
conducting a special campaign to 
stop these accidents, which every 
day delay 38 trains a total of 22 
hours — a big blow to the nation's 
wartime transportation effort.

In response to B request from town 
authorities the Metropolian Dwtric

been dissatisfaction expressed witn 
♦he playing surface of the Shore mad 
%S ffeld, and this past year 
complaints became so insis tant that 
the School Committee discussed the 
Sitter at some length and finally 
."cured the services of a .Ml expert 
to examine the playing surface and 
determine whether it can b< • p t in 
shape for use as an athlet e held. 

It is understood that the expert 
believes that the surface can be made 
suitable for athletic l^'-p^ 
with the present shortage of aboi 
-h\ possibility of doing a major re- 
eonstroetion ob at Shore road seem- 
ed remote. A- the field stands today 
it would be impossible to ha%( « 
good playing condition by JJ™ 
This in view it became necessa! > to 
secure a place to play the high 
school's home games, and since theje 
S ome doubt as to whether und« 
•he' existing statutes governing the 
place Manchester Field could be used 
on an admission charge basis, tw 
school authorities wrote the Metro- 
politan District Commission, laying 
he case before its members and ask- 
ing for permission to use the held. 

Before taking this step the School 
Committee consulted Coach Henry T. 
Krowlton. asking his opinion ol the 
Shore road field as a place to con- 
duct athletic games. Coach Knowlton 
has Ion,- felt that the Shore road 
surface is not only unsuitable foi 
games, but is actually unsafe for foot- 
ball, at least, pointing to the tact 
♦hat virtually all major injuries which 
his boys have sustained during his 
coaching tenure have been directly 
traceable to the condition of the held. 
Visiting coaches have openly express- 
ed themselves as dissatisfied With it. 

The Metropolitan District ( ommis- 
sion received the School Committee s 
request sympathetically and through 
its chairman. Eugene Hultman. ex- 
pressed itself as willing to give up 
its title to Manchester Field m favor 
of the town. 

Its legal experts are now prepar- 
ing the necessary transfer and title 
papers, which when ready will be 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen 
for study by Town Counsel Addison 
Pike. 

In the event everything is satis- 
factory, and there is no reason to 
doubt "that it will not be. the paper? 
will be signed by the Selectmen and 
the field returned to the sole owner- 
shin of the town. 

The title to the field is understood 
to be somewhat complicated and there 
are certain provisions to he ironed 
out before the field can be used as 
an athletic plant. That all the au- 
thorities concerned are approaching 
the problem in a sympathetic co-op- 
erative way would indicate that the 
technicalities will be met in a man- 
ner satisfactory to all.

Winn's Sons, watch-hand manufac- 
turers, and former Assessor, died 
Sunday morning, July 2:!. at his 
home. 17 Swan road, after a two 
years' illness, 

Mr. Winn wa.- the son of .lame- H. 
and Julia A. (Cummingsl Winn. He 
was born in Winchester July 24, 
1*77, on the birthday of his father, 
and grew up in town, attending the 
local schools and graduating from 
Winchester High School. 

Although he had prepared to enter 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy, Mr. Winn went instead directly 

from high school into the watch- 
hand manufacu ring business which 
his father had founded with Bard- 
well A. Goodell in Waltham in 18H8 
and which after a few year, in Wal- 
tham moved to Winchester, 

After the death of his father Mr. 
Winn was associated in a partnership 
with his brothers. Rev. Arthur I.. 
Winn, and the late Frank Winn, in 
conducting the business, continuing 
his connection with the firm until his 
death, although he had been forced 
by illness to retire from active parti- 
cipation in its affairs two years ago.

The 
Conservation Division of the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Women's Clubs 
urges all Massachusetts cities ami 
towns to do everything possible to 
eradicate this menacing pest. 

This year, with labor shortage re- 
sulting in neglected land in old gar- 
dens and along highways, noxious 
weeds will prevail unless we all do 
our share in destroying them. The 
Winchester High w a y Department 
stands ready to do all it can to help 
but has only one man available for 
work this season. Now is the time to 
look over your land and pull or cut 
down all ragweed. Destroying at this 
stage of its growth prevents both the 
pollen threat for this year and the 
development of seed for next year.

Lyck, one of the first East Prus- 
sian towns likely to be entered by ad- 
vancing Russian forces, lies ten miles 
inside German territory. A swampy 
area separates Lyck from the border. 
The main highway and railroad lead- 
ing from Bialystok, Poland, traverses 
a virtual causeway to the town, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
This main route extends 100 miles 
farther northwest to the Baltic coast 
city of Konigsberg, capital of East 
Prussia. Lyck has ranked as the 
principal town in the southeast or 
Masurian lake region, with a prewar 
population of 16,500. It is a local 
highway and railroad center. 
Prisoners Housed in Castle 

Near the Polish town of Osowiec 
the road from Bialystok to Lyck 
crosses the Biebrza, a river of no 
great width but normally about 1" 
feet deep. It has proved a triple 
threat to advancing armies as it 
flows through a swampy valley with 
broad marshlands bordering both 
sides. Osowiec's position accordingly 
had been heavily fortified as a local 
Gibraltar. 

The last Polish town on the high- 
way before entering Bast Prussia is 
Grajewo, where Poland's highway 
bordering the frontier crosses the 
Bialystok-Lyck road, which beyond 
the border passes through the Prus- 
sian towns of Prostken and Neuen- 
dorf, swings east around Lake Lvck, 
and icaches the town of Lyck toward 
the northern end of the lake. 

On an island in Lake Lyck the C'ru- 
sading Order of the Teutonic Knights 
built a castle in the latter half of the 
Pith century. The castle was later 
converted ino a prison and has re- 
mained such In modern times. 
GHQ For Smuceiers 

Masuria is noted for its many- 
lakes, forest-rimmed, island-studied. 
Thirty years ago, during the first 
World War the lakes proved the un- 
doing of Russian forces. They were 
well known to Von Hindenburg, a na- 
tive of East Prussia recaleld to active 
service to repulse the invaders. Part- 
ly because of these lakes and LycK*s 
frontier position, the town was long 
headquarters for an active band of 
smugglers. 

The region is not lowland hut a 
plateau whose swamps are in many 
cases drying lakes. Lyck has an ele- 
vation of 44o feet above sea level, and 
other towns in this Masurian region 
have even higher altitudes. 

Lyck's waterfront follows the ir- 
regular shore line of the lake. The 
town is made up mostly of low build- 
ings, many set "amid trees. 

For its size Lyck has had varied 
industries: machine factories, tan- 
neries, brick yards, saw mills, and 
flour mills. It was an active market 
in grain and cattle. 

Along with other towns in its lake- 
spotted area, Lyck had a good tourist 
trade in peacetime, as a center for 
Masurian tours. Steamer service cov- 
ered the larger lakes of the district.

ISLANDS 



The first land based bombing «f 
Iwo Jima, in Japan's Volcano Islands, j 
ha? brought some man-made fire- 
works to a spot where nature usually , 
put.- on the show. 

Iwo Jima, or N'aka Iwo, only KOO ; 
miles south of Tokyo, is the central ; 
member of the Volcano group of three 
islands, says the National Geographic | 
Society. The cluster was named for 
Volcanoes on Iwo Jima, and is famous : 
among sailors for the strange and 
spectacular phenomena that occur in ; 
its neighborhood. 

Disappearing Islands 

From submerged volcanoes there- 
abouts mud and ashes ar« sometimes 
thrown high into the air. to the ac- 
companiment of sulphur smell- and 
ominous rumbling-. There is an ac- 
tive undersea volcano just off the 
smoking and sulphurous north shore 
of two Jima. 

Islands appear and disappear my- 
steriously in this region. One jack- 
in-the box bit of land that rose sud- 
denly above the surface in 1904 was 
two "ami a half miles around. Within 
a couple of years, however, it had 
irone back where it came from. 

The three Volcano Islands are all 
s-ma.i. [wo Jima. the largest is about 



northwest. With its big bulge in the 
north and tapering southern point, it 
resembles on the map a miniature 
continent of South America. Nor- 
mally, fishing boats furnish transpor- 
tation between the island.-, and 
steamer trips were made to Iwo Jima 
on an average of once a month. Ships 
may anchor on the northwest and 
southeast -ides of the island, the 
choice depending on the direction of 
the winds. 

Iwo Jima * also called Sulphur Is- 
land) is generally barren and rocky

ing Supply. An extitlct volcanic cone 
rises in the southern tip to a height 
of well over 500 feet. Reef- and 
ledge-, as well as a >trong surf, 
make shipping dangerous along much 
of the Iwo jima shore. In places 
there- are steep cliffs. 

Iwo Jima means Rock Island in Ja- 
panese. The alternative name N'aka 
Iwo translated a- Middle or In-Be- 
tween Rock, a practical description 
of its position between the other two 
islands. North Rock and South Rock, 
hi spite of the physical disadvantage 
of life on this island, it had a popu- 
lation some time before the war of 
nearly 1000. The inhabitants of all 
three islands were reported to num- 
ber about 1200.

EARLY GLAMOR OF 
ROYALTY 



tlmost engulfed by ad- 
.•iet force.- after German 
since lull. i> situated on j 
the Velikaya River about 32 air miles ' 
south of Lake Peipus, water mark 
between Estonia and Russia. 

Position of the town in Russia, 
about 10 miles east of the Latvian 
frontier. ga%-e it an early importance 
as an outpost of the Pskov Republic, 
of which it was a part, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Political 
changes ended the independence of i 
the republic in the 16th century and 
joined it to the principality of Mos- 
cow. L'nder this arrangement. Ostrov 
long served as a western bastion of 
the principality. The walls of the 
old fortress were one of the sitrhts 
pointed out to visitors. 

Population before the present war 
was about 7"!O0. Flax was grown 
in large quantities in the country- 
side, and was the town's chief source 
of trade and income. 

In generaf, the ground around the 
site is low and flat. Railways link 
Ostrov to Pskov, market and indus- 
trial city 32 miles to the north; to 
Leningrad, Russian port on the 
Gulf of Finland. 190 miles to the 
northeast; to Riga. Latvian port. 
100 miles to the west; and to Wilno 
(Vilna) Polish city once the capital 
of Lithuania. 215 miles to the south-

BREST LITOVSK, FORTRESS ON 
ROAD TO WARSAW 



Bialystok, a Polish textile center of 
91,000 residents before the war, is set 
amid wooded hills on the Russian 
pathway to East Prussia, says the 
National Geographic Society. It is 
50 miles from the Prussian border, 110 
miles northeast of Warsaw. 

Bialystok's fertile industry was the 
largest in Poland, except for that of 
Lodz. It employed thousands of 
workers in its cotton, wool and silk 
mills. Before the war. textiles made 
up Poland's largest export item with 
cotton goods leading. 

Modern Bialystok has been de- 
scribed as a depressing industrial ci- 
ty, whereas before the first World 
War the Russian city was a quaint 
overgrown village of about 75,000 in- 
habitants, mostly Jewish. It was then 
a Russian army headquarters, strong- 
ly garrisoned. 

Wrecked by (iermans 

Bialystok had fallen to the share of 
Prussia in the partition of 1795, and 
was ceded by Napoleon to Russia by 
the treaty of* Tilsit in 1K07. The city- 
fell to the Germans in August, 191">. 
and before they withdrew they ship- 
ped most of the machinery to Ger- 
many and destroyed the mills. Bialy- 
stok had been Polish since 1919. 

It was under the tsars that Bialy- 
stok had its share of glamor. Twen- 
ty-five years ago many of the build- 
ings were low white structures which 
permitted the clock tower of the ci- 
ty hall to rise well above their tiled 
roofs, and to look down on the cob- 
ble-stoned market place where the 
farmers displayed their produce on 
stands set up in the open. 

Symbol of the city's grandeur was 
the palatial residence of counts of 
Braniski, who long owned the city. 
The palace was later taken over by 
the municipality. Bialystok was of- 
ten visited by the tsars. The large 
hotel built by French and Engli.-h 
capital is today a rather drab me- 
morial to the night life, made gay by- 
brilliant Russian uniforms that once 
stirred the city. 

Even then the Russian city had its 
factories, turning out carpets, blan- 
kets, leather goods, hats, soap and 
machinery. It was one of the early- 
railway centers of this area, with 
direct rail connection with the Baltic 
port of Konigsberg. East Prussia. It 
was called the Versailles of Poland 
because of its municipal palace and 
park. 

Bialystok was the Russian gateway 
to Bialowk-za forest where the tsars 
and their favorites often came to 
hunt, as had the kings of Poland cen- 
turies before. It is one of the larire 
forests of Europe, covering 170,000 
acres, a part of which is now a na- 
tional park. Here in primeval forests 
the rulers of society could hunt the 
European bison, bears, wild boars, 
wolves, lynx and deor. 



Brest Litovsk. Poland's fortress-ci- 
ty famed in both ancient and modern 
times, lies in the path of the rapidly 
advancing Russian armies. In the 
Polish language the city's full name 
is Brzesc nad Bugiem, indicating its 
location on the Bug River, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

The city lies 118 miles east of War- 
saw, with the Pripet Marshes, one of 
Poland's natural regions of defense 
for her eastern border, less than 30 
miles to the cast. The growth of the 
city as a river and valley distributing 
point has been due chiefly to its fav- 
orable location at the junction of the 
Muchawiec and Bug Rivers, and also 
to its main line railway connections 
with such cities as Moscow, Minsk, 
Wilno. Win-saw. and with sections of 
East Prussia, Its population before 
the second World War was about 
50,000, 

In the period leading up to the first 
World War the Russian- fortified 
Brest Litovsk heavily and considered 
it impregnable but in 1915 it fell into 
the hands of the Germans who -Mib- 
sequently made it the headquarters for 
their eastern army. It was in Brest 
Litovsk in 1918 that Germany and 
Russia signed the peace treaty which 
removed Russia from the war. 

Brest Litovsk has long known the 
'.terror of invading armies, the fire of 
incendiary torches and the pillaging 
of her treasures. In the early cen- 
turies it served as a bulwark against 
fierce Tatar hordes, barbaric Turks, 
and covetous Teutonic knights of the 
11th century. 

Before 1939, Brest Litovsk carried 
on a profitable trade in grains, tim- 
ber, flax. hide*, potatoes and sugar 
beets. The first World War caused 
such devastation that as late as 1926 
a monumental railway station was one 
of the few important buildings in the 
city. For years a large refugee pop- 
ulation lived in caves and impro- 
vised huts. Before the outbreak of 
the second World War. however, mod- 
ern buildings had been erected.

I The Aland Islands off the coast of 
Finland are reported to have been oc- 
cupied by Nazi forces. The 6554 Fin- 
nish islands and islets lie at the mouth 
of the Gulf of Bothnia where it joins 
the main body of the Baltic Sea ami 
form stepping stones between Finland 
and Sweden, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. There strategic im- 
portance was once commented on by 
Napoleon. 

Except for a short period during 
World War I. the Aland- have been 
demilitariled since 1854, when Britain 
and France reduced the Bomarsund 
fort real by naval bombardment dur- 
ing the Crimean War. Agreements 
between Finland and Sweden in 1020- 
21 retained the islands' previous non- 
military status. Sweden feared their 
close proximity to Stockholm. 

All Finland's Once Sweden's 

The group is almost entirely Swe- 
dish in language and culture, tn 
Sweden's heyday, when Finland was 
merely a province of the larger coun- 
try, the Aland- were goven.d as part 
>if the Finnish section. In 180<> Rus- 
-ia defeated Sweden in war and an- 

j nexed Finland, including the Aland 

i group. 

I The main port, Mariehamn, was the 
last stronghold of the sailing <h\\i [n 
world trade. But for the war. its 30 
square-riggers misrht still be making 
the run to Australia for wheat, a 
globe-Circling trip of six months du- 
ration described in Alan Villiers' nov- 
el. Grain Race. 

The 27.000 islanders farm and fish. 
One island, called the mainland, has 
almost half the area of the entire 
group. It has beautifully kept small 
farms. Only 300 of the islands are 
inhabited, but many uninhabited bits 
of land are in use by farmers who 
row from one insular field to another. 

The League of Nations chalked up 
an assist for the dove of peace in 1021 
when newly-freed Finland and Swe- 
den were making warlike gestures 
over the Alands. The League com- 
mission recognized Finland's historic 
right to retain them, but ordered her 
to grant the islanders almost complete 
autonomy. To placate Sweden. Fin- 
land undertook never to fortify the j 
group which Napoleon called the key | 
to Stockholm. 

The secnic islands became a popular 
vacation center in the recent interwar 
period. In the middle thirties, 10,000 
persons a year visited them. Most 
were from Finland and Sweden, but 
some came from faraway Australia, 
lured by the desire to see the home 
port of the sailing vessels that touch- 
ed the Antipodes yearly.

Most of the camps h a d to be en- 
larged, in most instances their capa- 
cities being increased many fold 
There was also the urg-nt need to 
camouflage them we!! so that they 
could not be spotted from the air. Al! 
this was straight Engineers' work and 
was done with the usual speed and 
thoroughness. 

Later the Engineers took over as 
cooks. MP's, supply men. etc. There 
weie platoons ami companies of En- 
gineers expert in waterproofing, fir- 
fighting, w a t e r supply, engineet 
Stores, etc. Some were there for 
emergencies, such as repairing dam- 
age resulting from possible German 
bombing. 

And after the invading soldiers had 
gone there was still plenty of work 
to be done, cleaning up ami readying 
the camps for new occupants. A ma- 
jor problem was the disposal of the 
enormous stocks of clothing and 
equipment the troops left behind, 
there being literally mountains of 
blouses, caps, overshoes and boots, all 
of which had been exchanged by the 
Engineers with precision for just the 
equipment needed for the great as- 
sault.

Tinian i< largely a low tableland 
devoted to sugar cane raising, says 
tiie National Geographic Society. It 
is more nearly level than adjacent is- 
lands a, id has areas suitable for ad- 
ditional bomber runways. A few- 
high hills reach only 400 to 564 feet, 
while Saipan's Tapatchou Mountain 
towers loot feet and southern Guam 
has a range averaging aoiit 1100 feet. 

The island's relatively heavy popu- 
lation, especially in the town of Ti- 
nian, Was almost exclusively Japan 
ese. Many .laps immigrated to work 
in the sugar plantations. For many 
years during Spanish and German 
owner-hip. Tinian Island was all but 
deserted. Tradition said that a terri- 
ble plague once devastated it. caus- 
ing the islanders to shun i: thereaf- 
ter. Another account blames the pol- 
icy of certain Spanish governors for 
depopulation. 

In the 1920's the Japs started clear- 
ing tropical jungle, and planting sug- 
ar cane in Saipan. Tinian and Rota. 
<•":. islands intl tic vast mandated do- 
main suitable, to the crop. Tinian'-' 
only port for exporting sugar and its 
by-product alcohol, was a wide, un- 
sheltered bay on the southwest. The 
island's area is 40 square miles. It is 
12 miles long by six miles wide at its 
widest point. 

Before the Japanese era .if civiliza- 
tion. Tinian was overrun with wild 
cattle and hogs. It supplied noar-hy 
islands with .meat. The island has 
been known for its beauty since Ad- 
miral George Anson. British circum- 
navigator, praised it after his voyae" 
of 1741-44. Comdr, John Byron, who 
was with Anson, headed his own ex- 
pelition around the world in 1764-66 
and .stopped for nine weeks on Tinian 
while ris men recovered from scurvy 
an I : eprovisiov 1 the -hips.

Francis I'uninilna, once a teacher 
at Hethel, S. <", shows that Jackson 
was one of his pupils and there Is 
evidence that for a short time Jackson 
attended Queen's museum In Char- 
lotte.

An excellent highway was built 
from Brest -Linn'.- k (to miles west to 
Siedlce by the Germans daring the 
first World War. Lined with silver j 
birch trees, the road runs through 
woodland alternating wi'h wide open 
spaces long noted for their produc- 
tion of grain. West of Siedlce an 
equally good highway extends 
through relatively level land to Wat- 
saw. 

The city never fully recovered from 
the depredations of the first World 
War, when Poland was robbed by the 
German invaders of all movable prop- 
erty, ft was also disrupted by the 
Russo-Polish war that followed. 

Siedlce had never attained the in- 
dustrial or commercial importance 
promised by its position on trunk rail- 
way lines.

No one could haw known 
these fine young men and not feel 
very deeply the tragedy of what is 
happening to them and to those closest 
to them. 

••The union attorney said the 
MLRB is to hold a strika poll at the 
plant on Saturday but he said that 'no 
matter how the poll turns out' the 
strike would be called. 

"There is nothing in the Smith- 
Connolly act," he declared 'that forces 
the union to abide by the decision of 
the NLRB's strike poll.' 

"The union will hold a apodal meet- 
ing Saturday night, he said, at which 
final plans for the strike and the 
throwing of the picket lines around 
the plant will be completed." 



The strike news continues with un- 
varying menotony, and although the 
nation is now straining every en- 
deavor in the midst of a war greater 
than the world has ever known, the 
strikes continue daily and hourly, 
Thi- feature of present-day America 
is nothing new. It took the New Heal 
bat a few months in power before they 
started, and it certainly has looked 
ever since as though these strikes 
had nothing but a green light waved 
in front of them. From a demand for 
ice cream to the firing of an office 
hoy, excuses — if such are needed, are 
used. All the so-called machinery 
set up by the new Heal has availed 
little if at all in checking this blight. 
Seldom if ever do we read of any de- 
cision made by government agencies 
adverse to the strikers. Penalties 
are nil. The attitude is strike and 
vmi get it — at least some of it if not 
•ill. And rather than subsiding they 
seem to be rolling along as fast as 
our tanks and armor in Europe. It 
had been anticipated that these strikes 
would diminish as election approach- 
es; that the unions would lay off and 
give the New Heal a chance to again 
smooth over the voters and cry let 
by-gones be hy-gones. but whether 
these Americans have got out of con- 
trol or whether they feel they now 
haw the upper hand, we do not know. 
When our army is called upon to take 
over transportation in a great city; 
when it is "felt advisable" that it 
take over a great trucking industry, 
and when strikes and threatened 
-trikes are seen on all sides, it seems 
a poor time to compel companies to 
collect union dues, discharge colored 
workers or reinstate lazy loafers. But 
as nothing ever happen- on the Union 
side it is tacticly admitted that all is 
well, and given time all will he fur- 
gotten. We read long, long ago that 
our great President cried that he 
would never give up his soeial gains, 
war or no war. and the new tactics 
now being opened, calling for extend- 
ed social security and greater bene- 
fits for all. seem to be in keeping 
with this plan. The <trikes continue, 
but the cry is greater and greater 
social benefits, and the idea seems to 
be that if these big grants are given 
there will be no need of strikes. But 
thus far even the strikers seem to 
have no faith in the '"deal," for the 
strikes continue. Whether the fight- 
ing soldiers are with this home front 
or not we do not know. Their return 
in our opinion is the only hope left 
for an America free for enterprise 
and labor. Meanwhile those who are 
on the home front and who have 
watched the New Deal's endeavor to 
remake America, and who do not like 
it, are not required to vote for it this 
fall. Those who think it is swell 
and want to go along with it. have 
our sympathy — now and for the fu- 
ture.

MOSQUITOES AND WINTER POND

To the Editor of the Star: 

Your editorial in last week's Star, 
with reference to the mosquito situ- 
ation was timely— but 

We do not need a Committee, nor 
a Sherlock Holmes, to discover where 
most, or at least a major portion, of 
the pests which infest our fair town 
HOW originate and hibernate. 

We already have a Committee, or 
a Commission, or some sort of offi- 
cial body which "investigated." "stu- 
died", or otherwise deduced regarding 
the moot question of what became of 
the water in Winter Pond — ■or is it 
ponds? As I recall their astute de- 
duction^ liberally aired in the Star 
at their conclusion, they were going 
to divert some brooks or otherwise 
turn some additional natural drain- 
age into these oi.ee pretty bodies of 
water. To date, judging by the re- 
sults and activities < '.' V '.' '.' ) its a visa- 
versa procedure. The water still is 
doing a disappearing act. 

Before 'he advent of the Great 
White Father; the I -K now - Every- 
thing Bureaucrat; the Everyone's-a- 
Boob except-those in public office 
boys; the advent of "Commissions". 
"Committees," "Planners", "Engin- 
eers" and what-not now deemed ne- 
cessary to dot an i or cross a t, we 
ince had in New England, and of 
course here in Winchester, what was 
known as common-ordinary hoss- 
sense. This with our former Yankee 
ingenuity, coupled with a spirit of do- 
it-now, used to get things done — and 
well In fact, as I recall it. our fore- 
fathers (and also a lot of the older 
of the present generation) built up 
quite a reputation, supported by a 
record of things accomplished, for 
New Englanders as a sensible, a re- 
sourceful and a get-things-done poo- 
pie. 

Now, I am not an "engineer"; 1 
can't read blueprint* (which present 
day planners seem to think absolute- 
ly necessary before they can move or 
install a couple of sidewalk bricks) 
hut I am familiar with a few funda- 
mentals which even the New Deal, 
and all the things it, atid other pres- 
ent-day dilly-dallying civic govern- 
ments have "discovered," can'f changi . 

These, 1 submit, can't be questioned 
or changed even by the deliberations 
and deductions of our modern "to-Hell 
with common sense procedure, we 
must do it the modern way" deducers. 
planners, engineers and so-called ex- 
perts. These are: 

1. Water still run- down hill, even 
despite the "discoveries" of engineer- 
ing school graduates, theorists, plan- 
ners, commissions, committees, etc. 

•_'. vegetation still absorbs moisture 
(i. e. water) and it follows, the more 
vegetation, the more water absorp- 
tion. 

•'!. Mosquitoes love to breed (and 
do) in swampy, stagnant, gooey 
places such as the northerly side of 
Winter Pond has been for two long 
years, and which the southerly side is 
now partially, and fast is becoming 
more so. 

Thus, we arrive at some ordinary 
hoss-sense (probably termed quaint 
and unmodern by those who must 
plan with blueprints and "experts") 
conclusions which I submit, are quite 
probably true. Of course the boss- 
sense method doesn't provide for the 
employment — and continued employ- 
ment — of guys drawing blueprints or 
of canceling political obligation-- by 
getting some pouter-pigeon gentleman 
appointed on a Commission or a Com- 
mittee so he can get his name in the 
paper and his wife can snoot the wife 
of the guy who didn't.

Our quaint, and thrown to the plan- 
ners and the politicians to be hooted 
down as old-fashioned, hoss-sense con- 
clusions are as follows: 

1. Based on the testimony of some

Winter Pond (or ponds) quite fre- 
quently usd to wander over Woodside 
road, when the water that drained in 
to them through the foresight of N:i 
ure. was more than their banks could 
contain 

2. The water hasn't done this since 
Below Their Level — We started 

taking water front artesian wells to 
augment the supply necessary to clean 
our carcasses and furnish chasers for 
Cocoa Cola. 

". Thus, by our hoss-sense method 
of deduction, we arrive at the fact 
that the wells probably bad something 
to do with the original disappearance 
of the water, despite "engineer-" to 
the contrary. Facts usually are 
sounder than theories anil water stil! 
runs down hill. 

4. It rains quite frequently in Wi 
Chester and it snows here in the whi- 
ter— -sometimes quite hard and quite 
fast. Pools accumulate and the level 
of other bodies of water rise. But 
not Winter Pond (or ponds).

Their lurks your mosquito-breed- 
ing places and there is the perfect 
answer to the fundamental fact that 
if you don't pour enough water over 
a sponge to exceed its absorption lim- 
its, you'll never see any of the water. 
It will be inside the sponge; i. e. the 
vegetation. 

A lot of Winchester folks, who still 
like the common, old-fashioned ( ? '.' 7 ) 
hoss-sense method of procedure, 
would like to see what would happen 
if— 

A bulldozer and a gang of men 
dropped into the northerly end of 
Winter Pond tor ponds ) some morn- 
ing and scooped out the vegetation 
and carted it away and then the Win- 
ter Pond Committee, or whatever it 
is, started their brooks or what-have 
you they are to "divert", lumping 



water in there. With the vegetation 
out (and if some one says "phooey 
this guy is a dreamer'' we respectful- 
ly ask him or his committee tj amble 
up ami take a look at the accomplish- 
ments of the resilient by the pond who 
has removed — permanently — the 
growth from a section of the po.id 
near his home and has a nice clean 
bottom there waiting arrival of the 
water. (Can he live that long?) 

With the vegetation out the pond 
would fill as it used to fill before the 
well- sucked enough of the water out, 
and an unusual drouth allowed the 
vegetation to get a sufficient start 
three summers ago so that the water 
never had a chance to fill and kill it 
again. 

Rains and winter snow.- try to re- 
plenish the pond, as they did before 
the v. getation got its drouth-time 
start, but before rainfalls got normal 
again the vegetation had too much 
of a -tart. 

Clear that vegetation out, and. ho-<- 
-er.se tells u-. you'll accomplish the* 
remarkable feat (in these times) ofl 
one job-holder or planner or -oniepin" I 
killing two bird- with one -tone. 

You'll get a pretty pond back to the 
statu< of a pond and you'll remove the 
source of the breeding and conttn led 
propagation, of a majority of the mos- 
quitoes which are now pestering all 
of us in New England'- best town.

The Local Selective Service Board 
has been advised, as have all boards 
in Massachusetts, that, effective im- 
mediately, blanket postponements of 
induction for all men between the 
ages of 26 and -\X years of age. in 
effect in Massachusetts since the mid- 
dle of April, are being lifted to per- 
mit the induction of registrants in 
the above age group who are not en- 
gaged in some essential activity, and 
of which the Local Board has been 
completely advised by the employer. 
The blanket postponements of induc- 
tion have been lifted in order to re- 
sume inductions by classification and 
order a number of men engaged in 
non-essential activities. 

When the Selective Service System 
in April adopted a policy of selection 
and induction by age groups occa- 
sioned by the urgent need by the 
armed forces for physically fit young- 
er men, capable of the highest degree 
of efficiency under combat conditions, 
registrants in the upper age brack- 
ets, from 2(! to 38 years, had. their in- 
ductions postponed temporarily in or- 
der that the Local Hoards might con- 
centrate on the reclassification and 
induction of men under the age of 
2fi in order to fulfill the immediate 
requirements of the armed forces. At 
the same time new regulations were 
adopted which would release large 
numbers of the younger physically 
fit men for men in the older age 
groups who were engaged in war pro- 
duction or in support of the National 
health, safety and interest. 

The regulations on occupational 
deferments provide that no registrant 
between the ages of 1H and 25 inclu- 
sive may be deferred on occupational 
grounds unless the State Director in 
the State in which the registrant is 
employed makes an individual excep- 
tion and recommends to registrant's 
hoard that he "qualifies under the very 
limited and rigid policies governing

bracket. For- the most part, relative 
jy few exceptions have been made 
and then only for men in the highest 
technical and professional fields where 
their induction might jeopardize some 
important project directly connected 
with the war effort. 

Men between the ages of 26 and 29, 
in order to qualify for occupational 
deferment, must be ''necessary to and 
regularly engaged in" activities in 
war production, or in support of the 
National health, safety and interest. 
Men between the ages of :!() and 118 
need only he "regularly engaged in" 
some one of the above activities to 
warrant occupational deferment 

This change in regulations i< 
brought about by the serious indica- 
tions that many men in the upper age 
brackets Who have been engaged in 
essential activities have been being 
lulled into a sense of false security 
and are leaving their jobs in war pro- 
duct ion to engage in some non-essen- 
tial activity which appears to offer 
some post-war opportunity, while the 
need for these men and their skills 
is urgent in other lines of production, 
Little consideration will be given at 
this time to the deferment of regis- 
rants. otherwise available for mili- 
tary service, who leave essential for 
non-essential activities or to those 
registrants who fail to keep their Lo- 
cal Board advised as to their occupa- 
tions or whose employers fail to ad- 
vise the Board of the nature and es- 
sentiality of the employment of a 
registrant.

Car Pooling Program Under" av 



OPA's new program to step up the 
efficiency of car pooling is now in ef- 
fect and local War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards in Massachusetts will re- 
fuse to issue full supplemental rations 
for home to work driving to automo- 
bile owner- who have not formed a 
full ear club. Instead, boards are issu- 
ing only enough gasoline for "() days 
to drivers who do not have full ride, 
sharing arrangements. 



During the 30 day period, all app] 



cants who lack sufficient ride 
be expected to recruit their car clubs 
to full strength. The mileage ration- 
ing regulations require home to work 
drivers to carry three riders, in addi- 
tion to the driver, in order to qualify 
for supplemental mileage. Those who 
meet this qualification within the •'!() 
day period will be granted full three 
month rations by their local boards. 
The kind of car club OPA wishes to 
encourage by this policy is that in 
which the members rotate the use of 
cars, ride together, and leave at home 
cars that would otherwise be using up 
gasoline, rubber and parts. 

Ration Points Same to Aug. 13 
July ration point value chart-- for 
meats, fats and for processed foods 
will remain in use at least until Aug, 
13. The Pi point value for one pound 
of butter, established on July 23, con- 
tinues in effect. Point value charts 
normally require two weeks for 
printing and for distribution to the 
nation's 60,000 food retailers. The 
extension was planned to allow for 
full consideration of possible change- 
in the meat supply and its effect on 
rationing. 

Emergency Tire Hoard for 
Massachusetts 
Because of a drastic reduction in 
the number of large-size truck and 
bus tires available in Massachusetts 
for rationing during August, all ra- 
tion certificates will $>e issued by one 
emergency truck tire board in Boston. 
The August quota is to.) low to per- 
mit dividing the tires among all the 
rationing boards as in the past, the 
OPA explained. Local boards will 
continue to accept applications for 
huge size truck tires (all tires with a 
cross section measurement of 8.25 
inches or larger), and will forward ap- 
proved applications to the emergency 
board. 

Restaurants to Post 10 Items 

Massachusetts restaurants must 
post a list of 10 basic food items and 
prices by Aug. 16, Local War Price 
and Rationing Boards will distribute 
to all restaurants an OPA poster with 
In blank spaces for posting. The ceil- 
ing price of hot coffee will be fixed 
at five cents per pot or cup including 
cream and sugar, unless a restaurant 
pan show it charged more in October.

Valines, near Brittany's southwest j 
coast, which has fallen before the Al-l 
lied sweep across the Breton penin- 
sula, was an ancient stronghold in 
Caesar's day and resisted his legions, 
says the National Geographic Society. 

The small modern city has he-en 
built around old fortifications and 
towers if the original hill town. Like 
many a Breton community it is lo- 
cated cti the estuary of a river A 
mile below the city, the Valines emp- 
ties into the island-dotted water-' of 
the Gulf of Morbihan. 

Vannes is the capital of the Depart- 
ment of Morbihan and is an impor- 
tant railway junction and manufac- 
turing town. Its prewar population 
of over 17,(100 was largely engaged :•>. 
such industries as tanning and cot- 
ton-weaving; in the manufacture of 
rope and lace. In spite of a shallow- 
river port that was closed to large 
vessels. Vannes has maintained ship- 
yards and iron works. 

The contrast is striking between 
the modern city with its port, pub- 
lic buildings, museum and squares, 
and the old town believed to be among 
the most ancient of all towns in Brit- 
tany. On the banks of the old moat 
are wash houses where the women of 
the town daily assemble to turn out 
the family washing. The hiirh roofs 
of many old houses appear to be tired- 
ly leaning against the roofs of their 
neighbor-. 

In early centuries the Veneti. a 
powerful sea-faring Celtic tribe, in- 
habited the town and so strongly for- 
tified their capital that they were 
able to hold Roman legions in check 
toi over half a century. After Van- 
nes was captured, the Romans made 
it the hub point for six roads fanning 
nut to other parts of Brittany.

We're doggoned if we would like to wear 
a muzzle, either, but if Rover, or Gerry, or 
Ginger, or a dog by any other name, plans 
a trip by train from now on, we've got to tell 
him to be sure and bring a muzzle and a leash 
or he just can't ride. 

Thousands of dogs — from mongrels to 
top breeds — are highly prized and beloved 
members of thousands of railroad families in 
Northern New England. Hardly a day but 
you'll hear a trainman, a baggageman, a con- 
ductor, or some other railroad man reciting 
the cute antics of his "pooch", and his story 
always starts a round of — "but wait until I 
tell you what MY dog did yesterday." The 
point is that the great majority of railroad 
men like and understand dogs. 

So, the following rule, which has been in 
the timetables for many years, wasn't put 
there because we railroad people don't like or 
understand dogs. It reads: 

"PETS (accompanying passengers) — Small 
dogs, cats or other small animals (not vicious, 
odoriferous or otherwise objectionable) when 
ear ried in baskets or containers may be taken 
in railroad coaches or motor coaches; also in 
Pullman Car drawing rooms, compartments 
and bedrooms. Dogs, properly muzzled and 
provided with strong, securely fitting collar or 
harness on chain, or other strong leash, or en- 
closed in crates, will be checked in baggage 
service at tariff rates." 



Love for his own dog has led many a rail- 
road man to close an eye to this rule, espe- 
cially when a traveling canine eyes him with 
a heart-melting look, plainly saying — "Aw, 
come on. fellar, I don't bite, how's about slip- 
ping that muzzle off me or letting me ride 
without one." 

But these war-time days, when hundreds 
more dogs than usual are traveling, there are 
often a half dozen in the same baggage car. 

Someone aptly remarked, "every dog has 
his day" and as several of our baggagemen 
have found out, even the best behaved dog 
has its moments. Maybe it's war nerves, or 
maybe it's a bit of show-off technique, but 
there have been too many cases of late when 
Rover has mistaken the baggage car for the 
dining car and started a meal from a baggage- 
man's shins. Seems even the most mild man- 
nered dog likes to impress his fellow canines 
when good dogs get together while traveling 
and it's a case of where a few dogs have given 
the dog a bad name. 

For the protection of the dogs as well as 
of the baggagemen it has been necessary to 
instruct all our employees to strictly enforce 
the rule about traveling pets. 

So, will you please remember that when 
your dog wants to travel on the train in the 
future he must bring along a muzzle and a 
leash, unless he is in a basket.

The price that yesterday's outmoded 
methods can levy on today's taxpayers 
is well illustrated in the Finance Com- 
mission's report on refuse disposal, 

It costs Boston about $2.0<>0. IM)0 a 
year to do the joh. The Finance Com- 
mission contends that much of this 
money evaporates in the search for 
places to dump the refuse. 

B iston has little waste land suffi- 
ciently isolated for the purpose and 
the dead cat's long, last voyage down 
the harbor by scow is an expensive 
proposition. 

In 1941 an investigation showed 
that the right solution for Boston is 
the one that other cities have found. 
It is to bum all combustible refuse. 

A valuable by-product ingeniously 
contrived was suggested. By locating 
an incinerating plant on the city- 
owned lands on Albany street in the 
South End, steam, light and power 
might be generated for the hospital. 

Naturally that raises the o,uestion 
of odors and other nuisances. We 
would gain nothing if we merely 
transferred them to another locality. 

However, Finance Commission and 
city investigators found that the in- 
cinerating station? in New York and 
Cincinnati are entirely free from nox- 
ious fumes. 

As things stand, the pervasive aura 
of Spectacle Island, the drab waste- 
lands along Mile End road. Dorches- 
ter, the ancient abattoir area and the 
constantly recurring pollution of Bos- 
ton beaches are a collective disgrace 
to a modern city. 

An efficient and sanitary method of 
refuse disposition would make an ex- 
cellent post-war project for Boston

Any child who is 5 years of age on 
or before Nov. 1 following the open- 
ing of schools in September may be 
admitted to the kindergarten during 
the month of September. Any child 
who is (i years of age on or before 
Nov. 1 following the opening of 
schools in September may be admit- 
ted to the first grade during the 
month of September. Any child whose 
age is less than the required age a. id 
who is at least 4f% years of age on 
Sept. 1 but whose mental age, as de- 
termined by means of a standard 
mental test, is of the required age 
and whose physical condition is sat- 
is factory, may be admitted to the 
kindergarten if the Superintendent of 
Schools believes it to be for the best 
interest of the child. 

Under similar conditions, a child 
who is at least 5% years of age may 
beadmitted to the first grade. Pa- 
rents desirous of having their chil- 
dren take the mental test, should call 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools.

It has been a lot of fun chasing the 
At my all the way up here from the 
11th of May. We have put in and 
taki n out water plants so fast that we 
didn't even see some of them before 
they were gone. 

One job 1 got a big kick from was 
making an investigation and a report 
on the damage to city and town water 
supplies. Rome of course was the 
best of these. I didn't see it all but 
I did see a plan of the entile -y .-tem. 
The day 1 we it to one of the sources, 
the Germans wen still firing from 
the hills above the river. The main 
pipe line still follows the course of 
•he old aqueducts and the remains can 
be seen. I hope to get a picture of 
one of our plants with the Aqueduct 
in the background. 

Tile city system in Rome was in 
good shape. The mains from the 
source were damaged and it didn't take 
long to get them in shape, so the ci- 
ty didn't really suffer for water. 
Some of the little towns and cities 
got it right in the neck. The Ger- 
mans would blow the source, pump 
ing and filter plants and reservoirs 
a id the shelling would blow the mains 
apart, To try and repair many of the 
systems would be a hopeless task. It 
m< ans they will have to rebuild all new 
systems. We were able to supply 
most town- because there were few 
people left in them. 

I have seen till kinds of pipe used 
over here, cast iron, steel, concrete 
lined, and transite. The transite pipe 
used has a hell and spigot joint, not 
our rubber one. They use a bo of 
large sized threaded steel pipe. 1 

have seen as big as 8 in. One line I 
SAW, about two mill'- of it. had nil 
flange joints. Just thi ik of the Leaks 
they must have had. 

Right now we me operating about 
20 water plants and all except four 
U'ri? on Wells. Most of the river-- nie 
dry right now. We are doing a lot 
of cunning around 1 inking for good 
sources. One of our points is putting 
out close to a million gallons a week. 
Our average is 250,000 gallons a day 
right now. 

All thl ee of our di ill rigs are out 
drilling for water. One of them is 
down 900 feel; they drilled about 23 
feet through gravel and then hil blue 
(day and have been in that (lay all 
the way down 

This i- much nicer country than 
what we were in when we first got 
here. The people are of n better 
elitss too. Right now we aie camped 
in n bit;' farm up on u hill overlook- 
ing the sea As I sit here now I can 
look out the office door and watch the 
sailboats. Remind-- me of Marble- 
Most all the water plants over lu re 
us,, a Wallace and Tiernan chlorina- 
tes either built in the States or Eng- 
land. Those built in England were 
made h> the Permutit people.. There 
are a few place- using ozone in the 
watei I didn't get much chance to 
look those over a- tin y Were all 
blown apart. 

1 am still feeling fine and enjoy- 
ing myself as much a- I can away 
from home. 

We are getting plenty to eat right 
now. Our diet is much improved with 
all the fresh fruit and vegetables we 
are cetting. We get nlenty of fresh 
oieat and Pgjjs from the States. Also 
Fresh butter which is a hie help in 
the mornings on our flap jacks. 

Riirht now we stick pretty close 
to the radio waiting to hear that long 
hoped for news of the end. We all 
feel that it isn't too far away.

Since then the ^it- 
nation has eased and present report- 
indicate that rationed demand will 
not exceed the 95 million pounds al- 
located by WFA for the month of 
September.

should he posted over the 20 figure 
on the point value chart opposite the 
word "creamery butter."

Comparatively few persons know 
that a page in the back of a 
railroad timetable lists the price 
of tickets between principal points 
— not all points to be sure, but 
enough so that you can figure 
pretty closely the cost of going to and from any place 
referred to in the timetable. You will find separate 
columns for fares in coaches and for fares in parlor or 
sleeping cars. YouTl also learn that the prices quoted are 
subject to a 15% tax imposed by the Federal government. 
Note also that there is an extra charge listed for your seat, 
berth or drawing room. 
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TIMELY TIPS TO 



TIMETABLE USERS 



"Daily" means the train runs EVERY day, including Sundays. Youll 
find this term used in the condensed timetables of through trains. 
Other timetables are all plainly marked "Week-days" and "Sundays." 
Always be sure you are reading a week-day timetable if you are to 
travel on a week-day. "Except Saturday" in a week-day timetable 
means the train runs every week-day except Saturday .|Week -day time- 
tables have nothing to do with Sunday trains. 

If you are going from Boston to Salem, Mass., look at Boston, not 
Salem, to find out when your train leaves. The time opposite a city or 
town name is always the time the train ARRIVES or DEPARTS 
from that particular community. The time at the top of the column is 
the time the train leaves its starting point (except where the timetable 
is marked "read up," in which case the time the train leaves is at the 
bottom of the column). 

Some tables include both train and bus schedules. You can always 
learn whether the trip is made all the way by train, or by train and bus, 
by noting whether it says "bus" at the top of the column. All bus trips 
are plainly marked. 

If you have to change trains en route, the Conductor will inform you. 
It is always best, however, on a long journey to ask the Conductor 
when he takes your ticket on board the train if you have to change or 
if the car in which you are riding goes through to your destination.

felled trees and sonic roof damage. 
Compared with the hurricane of 1938 
the damage was much less. Possibly 
this was due to the fact that this time 
the ground was dry and hard, and 
most of the tree damage was from 
broken limb-, whereas in 1938 the big 
wind followed two weeks' rain and 
the ground Was so soft the trees up- 
rooted. 

It i-^ the general opinion about 
town that the damage her.- would 
have been hardly anything except for 
the big blow at •'! a. m. when the 
wind shifted. 

The hurricane attained its highest 
fury at about •'! a. m. According to 
warning it opened shortly after 9 
o'clock with lightening and heavy 
rain. High wind prevailed until 
around 12. Later, about 2 o'clock the 
wind arose again to its climax at 3. 
Ample warning throughout the day 
undoubtedly did much to keep the 
damage down, for every householder 
took all precautions to protect his 
property. 

One of the railroad gates in the 
center was smashed and a big plate 
glass window in Hevey's Drug Store 
was blown out. glass being scattered 
from the center to the mill dam. 
Trees were broken and down all over 
town. Swanton street, -Nelson street, 
Bruce road. Water street. Bacon 
street. Stowoll road. White street, 
and Ash street, were among the thor- 
oughfares blocked. Lights were out 
from the Parkway to the Medford 
line and wires were down in Win- 
throp. Wildwood. Palmer, Bacon and 
Lagrange streets as well as the Park- 
way and Winslow road. 

An alarm of fire was caused from 
box 312 by falling wires. A window- 
on the top floor of the White Build- 
ing was blown out and the roof of 
the former Blanchard mill on north 
Main street wa<= blown off. The roof 
of the large wooden Kelley and Hawes 
stable in the center also suffered the 
loss of all its top covering. 

All-in-all Winchester escaped the 
storm remarkably well and with much 
less damage than four years ago. 
Fruit trees of course were stripped 
and the loss to the apple and pear 
crop will be great, while the streets 
me littered with broken branches and 
twigs. 

The Civilian Defense were on the 
alert and the Town Departments well 
prepared. 

Work was immediately started this 
morning cleaning up the town.

M VJOR LEGHORN'S 
EXPERIENCES 

Winchester friend- were interested 
to read in last Thursday'- Boston 
Globe an article by ( arlyie Holt, its 
special correspondent with the armed 
forces, giving an interview with Ma- 
ji r Richard S. Leghorn, son of Mr. 
and Mi.-. George W. Eeghorn of 
Wodgemere avenue. Major Leghorn 
is well known to many Winchester 
friends. He is in a photographic di- 
vision of the army now before Ger- 
many, and his superior is Elliot Roo- 
sevelt. 

Correspondent Holt writes in part: 

The marvels of modern photogra- 
phy are no surprise to any of us, but 
after 1 talked today with a former 
Winchester man who flew over ter- 
eitorj deep in Germany with camera 
shots the only one- he took at the Na- 
zis, i; made me realize in this war, 
photographers can be just as impor- 
tant as fighters. 

Ami what the picture- revealed! — 
desperate Germans clogging roads in 
a mad race to outrun the flying, 
marching, tank-riding, jeep-loaded Al- 
lies . . . but let me have Maj. Rich- 
ard s. Leghorn, 4'J Wedgemere ave- 
nue. Winchester, deputy commander 
of a 9th Air Force Reconnaissance 
Group, tell his story. The Major, a 
graduate of M. 1. T., in 1939, had 
just returned from a reconnaissance 
flight alonp the Rhine when I inter- 
viewed him. 

"You'd never realize the extent of 
our advance unless it could be told 
that planes which perform tactical 
functions are already operating over 
the West Wall and defenses on the 
Rhine." Maj. Leghorn said. 

"The flight was a very quiet one 
and I got quite a kick out of being 
■a few hundred feet above 'the holy 
soil' with no weapon except a cam- 
era. All roads leading into Germany 
which had not yet l>eeti severed by 
our advances were packed with Nazi 
transport vehicles, both horse-drawn 
and motorized, as the fleeing thou- 
sand- tried to save what remnants 
wevt. left of their shattered supplies 
and armed forces. 

"Thi proportion of horse-drawn 
vehicles has increased rapidly dur- 
ing tht past few weeks," Major Leg- 
horn atided. 

Thi.- pioneer reconnaissance group, 
which scouts ahead of the regular 
ground force, operates as two dis- 
tinct forces— the high altitude photo- 
graphers and the low-altitude cam- 
eramen who work close to the ground. 
This second group, The major ex- 
plained, is especially valuable ::i spot- 
ting enemy artillery. 

The amount of work done by the 
group is indicated by the fact that 
ordinarily their laboratory develops 
60,000 prints of photograph- each 



day. When the front, was stable, as 
before the break through, that war 
zone was photographed a; 1 re-photo- 
graphed on successive days to deter- 
mine what troop movements had been 
ma le. 

■Now. however." Major Leghorn 
continued, "movement is too rapid, 
and the scope of operation- of the 
enemy too large for such a procedure. 
Key points are still revealed by the 
pry ing camera lenses. Of course one 
of the mo-t valuable bits of infor-, 
mation is the indication from our 
films what direction the retreat of the 
Germans is taking. 

"You'd like to know my biggest 
thrill?" Major Leghorn asked. "Well, 
it wasn't flying over the Rhine but 
going over the Falaise pocket at 1800 
feet in a puddle-jumping L-o and tak- 
ing picture- with a hand camera of 
that blazing cauldron of battle." 

The planes flew in the dirtiest kind 
of weather, even when ceilings were 
practically zero, thi- major told me. 
The job was exceptionally bail during 
June and July, hut that didn't mat- 
ter to him or his crew, which included 
two other Bostonians, Lt. John H. 
Ryther, 23 Irving street. Watertown 
and Lt. Patrick B. Turner. ■">!

In the grade crossing accident 
Illustrated here, one out of five had 
It — a reckless, uncontrollable de- 
•ire not only to beat a train across 
a crossing, but to drive around 
four other waiting cars in order to 
attempt it. 

This description of an actual 
case is but one small sample of the 
driver-carelessness that results in 
an average of 1875 deaths and 
4700 injuries through crossing ac- 
cidents each year. 

Four automobiles were standing 
on a crossing in compliance with 
the warning of flashing light sig- 
nals and bell indicating the ap- 
proach of a train. A fifth car 
drove around these standing cars 
and attempted to cross the track, 
but struck the locomotive.

YOUTH'S ARREST SOLVED LO< \I 
BREAKS 



Chief William H. Rogers of the Po- 
lice Department announced or. Wed- 
nesday that the arrest of a 1!* year 
old youth in Brighton the day pre- 
vious had solved the problem of six 
breaks in Winchester, on which the 
local Police have beer, working much 
of the summer. The local breaks oc- 
curred between May and August and 
included those at the homes of Mr. 
John T. Baumgardner. 81 Cambridge 
street; Mr. Stuart H. Mason. 1 40 
Cambridge street; Mr. Chester F 
Wright. Main street; Dr. II. S. 
Parsons. 78 Bacon street; Mr. Harold 
B. Reebe. 27 Everett avenue and the 
recently purchased home of Mr. 
James S. Murray at !» Everett ave- 
nue, formerly occupied by the late 
.Mr. George Heintz and untenanted at 
the time it wa- entered during the 
late summer. 

At the time some of the break< 
were made Chief Rogers and his in- 
vestigating officers were able to get 
quite accurate descriptions of a youth 
seen in the vicinity and as a conse- 
quence were on the alert for t hi- re- 
appearance of the suspect. When the 
Brighton Police took into custody on 
Tuesday a youth answering the de- 
scription of the one they were seeking 
Chief Roger< and Sgt. Thomas F. Cas- 
sidy went at once to Station 1!» in 
Brighton to question the prisoner. 

The youth gave his name as Lucien 
Camille Pelletier, 19, with no per 
manent address, living between Bos- 
ton, Lowell and Cony Island. N. Y. 
Police say his mother is dead and his 
father iti the service. The Brighton 
Police took him into custody for two 
breaks there. The Arlington Police 
flicked him up last week and question- 
ed him but released him after ques- 
tioning. The day he was picked up 
by Brighton Police the authorities say 
he had broken into a filling station 
in Saugus and stolen a radio which 
he sold for $6, Police say Pelletier 
i< responsible for between 20 and 36 
breaks, including four in Arlington, 
six each in Lowell and Winchester, 
two in Brighton, and other< in Sau- 
gus, Medford and Newton. 

According to Chief Rogers, Pelletier 
admitted having made the local 
breaks when questioned by the Chief 
and Sgt. Cassidy. The youth stated 
that he worked alone, and in two in- 
stances said that he got less out of 
local houses than the figure mention- 
ed by the Police. 

At Baumgardaer's he said he got 
$1800 instead of $2000 and at Ma- 
sons. $18 instead of $80. At the lat- 
ter residence he said he stele eight 
ration books which he threw into a 
sewer in Lowell. 

At the home of Dr. Parsons, ac- 
cording to the Police, Pelletier stole 
an old fa-hioned watch which he -old 
in Scollay Square. Boston, for $'i and 
some other small effects which he 
.-old to a Police officer in Providence. 
A Masonic charm which he stole there 
he threw away. 

At the Wright home Pelletier told 
the Police he stole a radio and other 
small items, selling the radio to a 
man at a Boston hotel. The youth j 
said he was frightened away from 
the Reebe horn, after gaining access 
to t'uZ cellar, and at the Murray home 
he took nothing, the house being un- 
occupied.

This nation i^ called a melting pot, 
but the material we are melting seems 
to be burning the bottom out of the 
pot and with such an example as is 
set up before US by those in "high of- 
fice" we may well be on our way in 
losing our individuality as a nation.

Winchester High School football 
games will be played at Manchester 
Field this fall instead of at Shore 
road athletic field. The condition of 
the Shore road field has made this 
change necessary this fall. Although 
it is understood that the change is 
only a temporary one. 

Perhaps the change will be a wel- 
come one to many football enthusiasts 
who feel that Manchester Field i- 
more centrally located and easier to 
reach. Certainly the playing surface 
will be an improvement over that of 
the other field at present. 

The change will present a problem 
to the school authorities in that it 
will be impossible to erect a perma- 
nent • nclosure at Manchester F ; e!u 
and the problem of securing sufficient 
revenue from paid admissions will 
again have to be met. At present it 
is planned to erect a temporary en- 
closure of the playing field by using 
-now fence barriers where the Aber- 
jona does not provide a natural boun- 
dary. It will be necessary to provide 
for more ticket booths to handle the 
crowd effectively. 

The people of the town who attend 
the high school games are urged to 
co-operate with the students in charge 
if the tickets and of controlling the 
games, Winchester's fine record in 
football and in other sports, during 
the past half dozen years especially, 
has been partially due to the increas- 
■d revenue from the enclosed field at 
Shore road, which made it possible to 
secure sufficient uniforms of excellent 
quality to outfit large squad's in all 
sports. This has meant that even 
though many first-string players 
graduate each year, others with ex- 
cellent training and some experience 
have been ready to step into their 
shoes and keep the Standard of ath- 
letics at a high level. 

Because of the new tax laws estab- 
lished last spring, the admission prices 
to home games will be slightly in- 
creased as follows: 

Members of the Athletic Associa- 
tion and all children under li years 
of age will be admitted upon the pur- 
chase of a 12 cent admission ticket. 
All adults and non-A. A. svembeis will 
be admitted on a cent admission 
ticket. The Association will receive 
the same proportion of the total ad- 
mission on these new prices as here- 
tofore. It is a case of passing the 
tax on to the consumer, 

Illustrated and colorful programs 
will be on sale at each home game. 
These programs will contain the 
names and numbers of all the players 
of both teams, records and pictures. 
They will be fine souvenirs or splen- 
did reminders to send away to boys 
who are now in the service but who 
(Mice played on Winchester teams. 

Winchester's home game schedule 
this fall is unusually attractive. Six 
games will be played at home instead 
of the usual five. These include a 
lew comer in Winthrop High School, 
a team that has recetr.'y forged into 
the limelight in football and that will 
make a welcome addition to Win- 
chester's schedule in place of Pun- 
chard High School, which always 
fought gamely but without much 
chance of winning.

The moment a great many Win- 
chester people have looked forward to 
for a long time actually becomes rea- 
lized tomorrow, when th.- R:-d and 
Black Canteen opens tomorrow night 
at 7.:J0 in its new quarters in the As- 
sociation Building on Vine street, 
just two blocks from the center.

Next week the Canteen will be open 
both Friday and Saturday evening; 
the week of Oct. 2 it will be open 
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A distinctive service always 

attended by a capable staff 
to serve your best interests. 
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Friday afternoon 
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and Saturday evenings, and after the 
football season it will be open both 
Friday and Saturday afternoons and 
evenings. 

There will be special events and 
stunts from time to time, and some 
open nights when members may in- 
vite guests. 

Fundamentally however, the Can- 
teen is not just the home of a week- 
ly dance, but an informal club, where 
the high school students can drop in 
for in minutes or for the evening; a 
place where groups of girls as well as 
boys can find good times and meet 
their friends, a place couples having a 
date can head for to dance, buy a coke 
and have a game of taible tennis. 

The administration of the Canteen 
is in the hands of the Canteen Com- 
mittee, consisting of 12 high school 
students, assisted by many of their 
fellow students who fill out the va- 
rious sub-committees, each backed by 
a group from the adult Canteen Ad- 
visory Committee. 

The Canteen has been made possi- 
ble by the co-operation of many, in- 
cluding the Youth Guidance Commit- 
tee; the Board of Selectmen; Mr. Ceo.

WINCHESTER TELEPHONES M L 
IN USE MONDAY 



The hurricane of last Thursday 
night put 150 telephone lines out of 
commission in Winchester alone, a 
town which by comparison did not 
suffer too badly from the big storm. 
Telephone repair crews worked day- 
land night to get service back to nor- 
mal and about noontime on Monday 
Mr. D. Joseph Murphy, the Telephone 
Company's commercial manager for 
this district informed the Star that 
service in Winchester was back to 
normal, an accomplishment of which 
the company may well be proud. 

Telephone repair crews, in their ue 
pleted condition, faced a gigantic task 
to repair the damage done their lines 
by the storm. In southeast Massachu- 
setts 76,500 lines were out of order, 
mostly on the Cape and about New- 
Bedford, while in Metropolitan Boston 
10,000 lines were dead. Anxiety about 
property and relatives in badly hit 
areas doubled the telephone calls over 
the number handled by the exchanges 
in a normal day. Just one of the items 
with which repair crews had to cope 
was the 100 poles brought down by 
the gale.

A MESSAGE OF 
APPRECIATION 

For the second time in six years Greater Boston has felt the effects of a tropical hurri- 
cane. Through a last-minute shift in its path, the center of this 1944 hurricane went out to 
sea a few miles southeast of Boston, and so the territory served by Boston Edison Company 
did not suffer the devastation which accompanied the hurricane of September 21, 1938. 
But in many cities and towns relying on the Company for electric service there were in- 
terruptions caused by high winds, falling trees, broken poles, and it was necessary to 
bring into being at once the same kind of emergency organization which met the challenge 
of the greater calamity of six years ago — with the difference that this was a job of three 
days, instead of two weeks, as on that occasion. 

Now that it is over and service is again normal. Boston Edison Company expresses its 
appreciation to — 

THE PUBLIC for its patience, consideration and cou> .e: y curing trying hours. 
Customers deprived of electric service realized, almost without exception, that this Com- 
pany and its repair crews were doing everything humanly possible to restore service in the 
shortest possible time. Public officials of towns, cities, the state and the Federal govern- 
ment generously offered assistance in manpower and equipment; and while it was not 
necessary to take advantage of most of these offers, we appreciate the fine spirit which was 
in evidence. 

THE WORKERS- for the courage, the ingenuity and the physical endurance which 
they contributed to the quick job of restoration. It was intensely inspiring, during the 
entire progress of the gale, to listen in on Boston Edison's own two-way short wave radio 
system to the conversations between the men outside restoring service and those directing 
and aiding their efforts, and to realize that men were out battling' the elements without 
regard for their own comfort. Restoration was largely the work of our own forces, but our 
appreciation goes also to the crews of the outside contractors who came to our assistance, 
and to other agencies which offered their aid. Now that our own troubles are over, we have 
been glad to release these helpers, and as many of our own men as can be spared, to aid 
other utility companies in southern Massachusetts and along the Cape where the devasta- 
tion was much greater. 

THE PLANNERS — for the preparedness with which Boston Edison met this emer- 
gency. Since the 1938 hurricane, this Company has had a master plan ready which has 
been amplified and improved in the intervening years. This plan was already in Operation 
many hours before the hurricane struck, and so there was a minimum of lost motion in 
getting the work of restoration started. From 8 o'clock Thursday morning until the "back 
to normal" report of Sunday night this emergency organization functioned with smoothness. 

This hurricane has imposed unexpected financial burdens upon this Company, but this 
is not so important as the fact that only a small proportion of our more than 400,000 cus- 
tomers suffered an interruption of their electric service, and that in most of these cases the 
interruption was relatively brief.

j the center. The installation of this 
lb vice probably makes our center 
| crossing the best protected in the 
; State. 

I A pane! marked with the railroad 
. tracks from below Wedgemere to the 
I Highlands, and covering a similar 
' distance on the Woburn loop, has been 
| placed just over the operating lever? 
for the gates. The tracks are marked 
in yellow and red and contain train 
location lights in the same colors. As 
a train approaches the crossing it 
first shows the yellow light and rings 
a bell. As it reaches the next section 
it lights the red bulls eye and rings 
another bell. By this system the gate 
operator can tell at a glance just 
where the train is and how fast it is 
traveling. He is supposed to lower 
the gates on the red liirht and bell. 

The device is especially valuable in 
fmrgy weather and also gives accurate 
information in such cases as the ap- 
proach of a north and south bound 
train simultaneously, The present 
warning given by ringing of outside 
bells just as soon as the gates start 
to lower is also continued.

The 
chances of service soon whirled them 
apart again and into separate coun- 
tries. But they had their reunion and 
told the news.
